Mrs Madelyn McKie, chairman 
of the Wilmington Planning Board, 
is to visit the state DPW offices 
in Boston with the latest plan for 
solving the problem of coming 
traffic in South Wilmington, 

The Wilmington Planning Board 
agreed on the outlines of the plan 
Tuesday night. Mrs McKie is to 
see if the DPW approves, before 
presenting the plan to the Wilming- 
ton Selectmen and the Planning 
Board of the City of Woburn, 

The Selectmen have already been 
apprised of the outlines ofthe plan. 


New Roads 

The key to the plan !s anew road 
to be built from the junction of 
Eames Street and Woburn Street 
across the industrial land of South 
Wilmington to West Street, The 
idea was first presented to the 
Planning Board by Christian Bach- 
man of the Wilmington Conserva- 
tion Committee, 

If the State DPW can be persuad- 
ed to connect West Street, east of 
Route 93, to Route 129, there will 
be @ good highway for the Woburn 
traffic to reach Route 93 and Route 


Street, could remain a totally res- 
idential area, 


The plan would have WestStreet 
cut off, below Suncrest Avenue, so 
that the residential areas of West 
Street etc,, would be completely 
inaccessible to industrial and busi- 
ness traffic, 

A new road would be built from 
the Woburn line to the Bachman 
proposed road, using the present 
right of way of Progress Way, 
off Industrial Way. This would 
give the Woburn industries a wide 
100 foot right of way to West 
Street, where the traffic would 
cross Route 93 on the present over- 
pass at West Street, 

The advantages to the pian are ~ 
many, the members ofthe Planning 
Board have agreed, But it will still 
be necessary to widen Lowell St, 
for Aveo and other traffic to Route 
93, At Route 93 there would be a 
four-way clover leaf instead ofthe 
present two-way leaf,

Dear Larz 

In response to your editorial of 

May 22, 1969 to maintain the size 
of the Mass, House of Represen- 
tatives, the League of Women 
Voters feels that a reduction in 
the size of the House from 240 
to 160 members will benefit the 
people of Wilmington and the peo- 
ple of Mass, as a whole, 
“ There are two pertinent ques- 
tions to be answered, First, what 
is fair representation? The na- 
tional average is one representa- 
tive per 34,000 people (California 
is i - 232,000!) A House with 
160 members would bring Mass, 
to this national average. Secondly 
what is the advantage of a smaller 
House? Trimming down the un- 
wieldy size of the House would 
shorten and shapen debate, making 
action easier to implement, and 
would focus attention, responsi- 
bility, and power more effectively 
on individual members, 

Economic efficiency could then 
be improved by channelling funds 
that would have supported the 80 
members eliminated, into clerical 
and research assistance and legis- 
lative services, to enhance the ef- 
fectiveness of the remaining 160 
representatives, A more efficient 
operation should keep the costs 
below the present $11 million, 

The increased importance, 
power, and prestige of the legis~ 
lator’s position, and the improved 
facilities at this command should 
resut in highly qualified candi- 
dates seekiag such a post, 

The amendment for a House~- 
cut will also create a 15 member 
commission, consisting of five 
people appoiited by the Governor

In Your Service at the State House 


By Senator Ronald MacKenzie 


which is a means by which govern- 
mental structure may be changed, 
We in the Massachusetts legisla~ 
ture are being urged by our con- 
stituents to change certain aspects 
of our state government, I am in 
favor of many of these changes, 
Others in the legislature are not, 

In this column, I would like to 
provide you with some background 
on the state constitution, to present 
what are considered to be the cur- 
rent problems and to advise youof 
my feelings regarding their 
solution, 


THE CONSTITUTION 
-A LIVING THING- 

A constitution is the system of 
fundamental principles according 
to which a society is governed, 
‘The Constitution of Massachusetts 
is comprised of the rules which 
define, in a governmental sense, 
the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. Our constitution was framed 
after several false starts, in 1780, 
and was officially enacted on June 
15 of that year. It predated the 
Constitution of the United States 
by approximately ten yars, and, 
in fact, served as one ofthe models 
for that document, 

Our state constitution ts a living 
thing. Itwas drafted with provision 
for changes as future contingencies 
made necessary, These changes 
are to be made by due process of 
the legislature subject to the ap- 
proval of the voters, It the legis~ 
lature is responsive to the needs 
for change, the constitutional sys- 
tem operates as tt was intended, 


IF THE LEGISLATURE WON’T 
OTHERS WILL 

Massachusetts 1s confronted 
with the need for constitutional 
change in certain areas, Many 
leaders in the commonwealth re- 
cognize this. So do a large and 
vocal segment of the population, 

‘The legislature 1s empowered to 
initiate these changes By ete 43 
constitutional convent! i 
legislature does not act, and the 
voters desire action, then they may 
petition for and vote for a public 
(non - legislative) constitutional 
convention, If eeither of the pre- 
ceeding occur, then the constitution 
might be altered by less straight 
forward means such as constitu- 
tional reinterpretation by the ju- 
dicial or executive branches, 
These alternatives tend to be un- 
coordinated, subject to short sight- 
edness and expensive, For these 
reasons it is necessary that when 
change is required, the legislature 
be responsive, 


WHAT’S HAPPENING NOW 
constitutional amendments 


have caused me to examint the 
direction in which the current 
legislature is turning, During the 
time I have been in the Senate, the 
actions of the legislature have us- 
ually reflected contemprorary 1s- 
sues, This in itself is commend- 
able whether or not on agrees with

PROPERTY BY USE 

This bill would permit local 
variations in the classification (and 
subsequent taxation) of property. 
Inequities are made possible by 
this bill because the particular 
classification of a particular par- 
cel of property could be changedas 
often as the members of the major- 
ity of local boards are changed. 
There would be no guarantees of 
stability for buyers or for the 
abutting property holders, Due to 
the open ended nature of this pro- 
posal, I voted in opposition to it, 
however, it prevailed, 


19 YEAR OLD 
VOTING FRANCHISE 

Despite their widely publicized 
unrest, the young people of today 
are eager to participate in res- 
ponsible government, They are 
intelligent and are frustratingly 
aware of our current problems. 
We should not alienate those carry- 
ing the burden of defense of their 
citizenship, Rather, we should give 
them the opportunity to vote. Ihave 
in the past (in 1967) supported a 
vote for 18-year olds, In support- 
ing the present proposal for a 19 
year old enfranchisement, I am 
continuing to encourage these in- 
volved young citizens, 


REDUCING THE SIZE OF 
THE LEGISLATURE 

House 300 is a bill proposing a 
reduction of the size of the Mass, 
House of Representatives toa total 
of 160. A commission would be 
established to set up the districts 
and to determine how many single 
representatives would be eletted 
by each district, 

Ihave always believed visibility 
and availability to constituents to 
be important measures of the per- 
formance of a legislator, Size of 
district does not necessarily im- 
prove or degrade them, A large 
district may, in fact, have more 
full-time representation and more 
responsiveness to constituent 
needs, The voters are intelligent, 
They welcome a legislator who is 
constantly working for them, It is 
obvious to me that the voters really 
want a chance to decide the size of 
the legislature, I shall continue to 
vote to provide this chance, 

A variety of reasons have been 
dredged up in an effort to stall 
H300, The house leadership felt 
more study time necessary, They 
quickly another bill re- 
taining 240 legislators in equal 
single-~member districts, 

The reason for acting on 240and 
studying 160 members ts not evi- 
dent to me, As a Senator I find 
a small group, each representing 
a larger area, to be legislatively 
effective, It can fully serve the

VOTING REQUIREMENT 

In todays mobile world, the pre- 
sent formula of a one year 
residence for voting eligibility is 
unfair to many taxpayers, A six 
month requirement would prevent 
taxation without voice in govern- 
ment, Actually, only several weeks 
are necessary for an interested 
person to familiarize himself with 
a community, Conversely, a dis- 
interested person would not be- 
comed an informed voter regard- 
less of length of residence. I favor 
reducing residence requirement 
for voting, 


MORE TO COME 

The constitutional convention 
has another 27 items before it, 
While they are important, they deal 
with somewhat lesser matters or 
are modifications of those outlined 
above. Among the pending issues 
are uniform writs, absentee voting 
in primaries, Mteracy tests for 
voters, college tuition loans by 
state, and highway funds for mass 
transit programs,

In years past the legislature has 
regularly met in constitutional 
convention, For the most part they
